HORRIFIC BURNS 

Teen seriously injured ‘in substation cable theft’ 


An Epsom man has been arrested 
in connection with an alleged 
attempt to steal cables from an 
electrical substation that left a 
teenager in a critical condition with 
horrific burns. 

The 17-year-old boy, also from 
Epsom, sustained the injuries on 
Friday, June 7. 

A fire officer was flagged down on 
the A259 at Littlehampton in Sussex

at 5.30pm by a motorist who was 
with the boy. 

The 17-year-old had burns to his 
torso, back and arms and was taken 
to the special burns unit at Chelms¬ 
ford Hospital, Essex. 

A Sussex Police spokeswoman said 
the boy had undergone surgery and 


was doing well, but remained in a 
critical condition as this newspaper 
went to press. 

Police are investigating the cause 
of the boy’s injuries, which they be¬ 
lieve he sustained in relation to the 
theft of copper from a substation in 
Yapton, near Bognor Regis. 

Police said that a 21-year-old 
man had been arrested on suspicion 
of theft of metal and was released 


on police bail. 

Detective Sergeant Sally Arbuckle 
said: “This young boy has suffered 
horrific injuries, in what we believe 
was an attempt to steal cables from 
electrical substation. 

“Substations are extremely dan¬ 
gerous places and should never be 
entered.”

A hospital whose A&E would 
have to treat tens of thousands 
of Epsom residents under 
highly controversial new pro¬ 
posals kept 8,000 patients wait¬ 
ing for more than four hours 
last year. 

St George’s, in Tooting, is 
part of the controversial Better 
Services Better Value (BSBV) 
review of acute services across 
South West London, along with 
Epsom, St Helier, Croydon and 
Kingston hospitals. 

BSBV has recommended that 
Epsom and St Helier should 
lose their accident and emer¬ 
gency (A&E), children’s and 
maternity departments - 
changes that would result in 
hordes of local patients being 
required to use these services 
at St George’s instead, services 
already under intense 
pressure.

showed hospitals across the 
country are missing an official 
target to see 95 per cent of pa¬ 
tients within four hours. 

Although St George’s - 
which saw 147,234 patients in 
its A&E in 2012 - just hit the 
target last year, 8,000 patients 
had to wait more than four 
hours for treatment. 

And last month, the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
warned St George’s that it 
must make urgent improve¬ 
ments, following an unan¬ 
nounced inspection which 
found that it is not meeting 
six out of eight national 
standards. 

By contrast, both Epsom and 
St Helier, also under consider¬ 
able pressure, managed to deal 


with 96.9 per cent of its A&E 
patients within four hours last 
year. 

The trust treated 143,511 peo¬ 
ple in their A&E departments 
in 2012 - 393 a day - with 54,684 
treated at Epsom Hospital. 

Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals also met all its CQC stan¬ 
dards in their most recent 
inspections. 

Sadiq Khan, MP for Tooting, 
said: “The closure of neigh¬ 
bouring services will have a 
huge impact on St George’s 
and the hospital’s ability 
to treat patients are big 
concerns. 

“The possibility of more 
pressure being forced upon 
existing services is a worrying 
prospect for me.” 


A spokesman for St George’s 
said: “If the BSBV proposals go 
ahead, demand for emergency 
and maternity services at St 
George’s will increase. To ac¬ 
commodate this, extra invest¬ 
ment in staffing and facilities 
would be required to expand 
our emergency and maternity 
services. 

“St George’s Hospital’s emer¬ 
gency department was recent¬ 
ly fully modernised. This has 
provided the department with 
a better patient experience and 
increased capacity, which will 
allow us to be better prepared 
for any future changes to 
healthcare services in south 
west London.” 

Epsom MP Chris Grayling 
said: “I just don’t understand 
why anyone thinks it’s a good 
idea to downgrade a hospital 
that’s performing well and 
transfer services to one where 
there are public question 
marks.” 


£172k for handing 
over hip replacement 


Handing over control of 
the UK’s largest hip and 
knee replacement centre 
could cost Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals up to 
£172,000. 

Initial quotes suggest 
that the cost of splitting 
Epsom’s Elective Or¬ 
thopaedic Centre (EOC) 
from the trust budget is 
likely to cost £172,000 as a 
one-off set-up cost with an 
additional £270k annual 
service cost. 

The estimated costs for 
separating the accounts 
are so high because their 
accounts, ledger and pay¬ 
roll are outsourced to a 
shared business service, 
which will have to conduct 


all the work. 

At the trust board’s 
meeting on Friday, June 
7, Laurence Newman, 
chairman of Epsom and 
St Helier Trust, said: “I 
started to worry with 
the £172,000 and £270,000 
being bandied about with¬ 
out any supporting docu¬ 
mentation of evidence. 

“I find them to be very 
large. I can’t see why 
something like the EOC 
would cost too much to 
separate accounts.” 

Non-executive director 
Cherry McCormack said: 
“As a taxpayer one-quar¬ 
ter of a million pounds to 
sort out accounts seems 
like a lot of money.”

Evacuation after vacuum pump failed 


Smoke from a failed vacuum 
pump, used to power medical 
tools, led to the partial evacu¬ 
ation of Epsom Hospital on 
Monday. 

Epsom firefighters were 
called to the hospital, in 
Dorking Road, Epsom, at 
10.30am after fire alarms 
went off inside the building. 

As the cause of the problem 
was being investigated, out¬ 
patients in the affected areas, 
including the maternity unit 


and Bradbury wing, were 
evacuated, although no inpa¬ 
tients - those needing to stay 
in a bed - left the building. 

Firemen located the prob¬ 
lem in the hospital’s 
boiler room and normal ser¬ 
vice resumed at 11.50am, 
after they had left the 
hospital. 

A spokeswoman for Epsom 
and St Helier Hospital Trust 
said: “The smoke was caused 
by a mechanical failure in a 


vacuum pump that powers 
the suction tools our doctors 
and nurses use when treating 
patients. 

“Because we have a contin¬ 
gency plan for every system 
in our hospitals the suction 
tools were unaffected by the 
mechanical failure.” 

Dr Ruth Charlton, joint 
medical director of the trust, 
apologised for any inconve¬ 
nience to patients and 
visitors.

Boys, 17, plead guilty to 
smashing cars after party 


Three boys who jumped 
on cars and smashed off 
wing mirrors after a 
drunken party have been 
handed youth rehabilitation 
orders. 

A gang went on a rampage 
through Moor Lane, Frimley 
Road, Clayton Road, and 
other nearby streets in 
Chessington on April 11 last 
year. 

More than 20 cars were 
damaged, to the value of 
about £4,000, the court heard. 

One witness watched as his 
bike, worth about £500, was 
jumped on by youths who left 
its wheels buckled. 

The boys, all aged 17, from

Epsom, Chessington and 
Thames Ditton, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
appeared at Kingston Crown 
Court last Thursday. 

Two had pleaded guilty to 
violent disorder and the 
third to conspiracy to com¬ 
mit criminal damage. 

The boy’s barrister, Ben¬ 
jamin Holt, said his conduct 
on April 11 last year was “a 
huge mistake”. 

The court heard how one of 
the boys had struggled since 
the suicide of a close relative. 

Mr Holt said: “This young 


man has not had an easy up¬ 
bringing. It was the first time 
he had ever been arrested. 

“He has grown up consider¬ 
ably since. He is genuinely 
ashamed of what he did on 
that night.” 

Kingston’s deputy mayor 
Councillor Alan Dean was 
among those affected. 

Sentencing the boys, Judge 
Fergus Mitchell said they 
had “acted in the most ap¬ 
palling way”. 

He said: “Lots of people 
have got difficulties in their 
lives. 

“They do not necessarily 
result in this sort of antiso¬ 
cial behaviour. 


“I wonder if you thought 
for a moment or reflected on 
the damage you were doing 
to the lives of other people. 

“This sort of mob violence 
is unacceptable.” 

The boys were given two- 
year youth rehabilitation or¬ 
ders plus two years’ 
supervision, and ordered to 
pay £150 costs each. 

They will also each carry 
out 180 hours of unpaid 
work. 

In a previous trial concern¬ 
ing the same events, James 
Bradley, 18, of Gilders Road, 
Chessington, and two boys, 
now aged 17, were found not 
guilty. 


Girl’s daylight assault 


A schoolgirl was sexually 
assaulted by one of a gang 
of seven boys on a busy 
street in broad daylight. 

The assault took place at 
5.30pm on Saturday, June 
8, in Barnett Wood Lane, 
in Ashtead. 

The girl was approached 
by the group of teenagers 
and one of them touched 
her inappropriately before 
she was able to walk away 
from them. 

Detective Constable 
Chris Garner said: “This 
incident took place in day¬ 
light on a very busy street 


and I would appeal to any¬ 
one who saw anything sus¬ 
picious to contact officers 
with information. 

“The incident has under¬ 
standably left the victim 
shaken and we will be sup¬ 
porting her throughout 
the investigation as we do 
all we can to find those re¬ 
sponsible and bring them 
to justice.”

Tim Field, spokesman for 
the Energy Networks Associ¬ 
ation (ENA), the industry 
body for electricity transmis¬ 
sion companies, said stealing 
from substations was incredi¬ 
bly dangerous. 

He said: “The electrical 
shock you can get can be any¬ 
where from 11,000 volts to 
400,000 volts. 

“At the least, it would be in¬ 
credibly painful and leave you 
with severe burns. At the 
worst, the shock would leave 
nothing more than charred 
marks on the floor.” 

He said the wires at the 
hundreds of thousands of 
substations across the coun¬ 
try are “securely locked away 


in buildings with ‘danger of 
death’ signs very clearly visi¬ 
ble and barbed-wire fences 
around them”. 

Mr Field added: “Every¬ 
thing that can be done, within 
reason, is done.” 

ENA campaigned for 
changes to the law, which 
have now been enacted, to in¬ 
troduce robust licensing re¬ 
quirements for scrap metal 
dealers, to try and close down 
the market in stolen metals, 
which has exploded in recent 
years because of the rocket¬ 
ing price of metals such as 
copper. 

There have been almost 
1,500 copper thefts from ener¬ 
gy networks this year. 

Last year it cost the industry 
£60m.

Fete bans goldfish prizes 



Goldfish prizes have been 
banned from a village fete fol¬ 
lowing a passionate outburst 
by an animal welfare activist. 

Tallulah Durand, 27, from 
Leatherhead was horrified 
to see a fairground stand 
giving away the fish as 
prizes at Ashtead Vil¬ 
lage Day on Saturday. 

Ms Durand, who said 
she saw a child leave the 
fair on Saturday with 
four goldfish and a tiny 
bowl, said: “The people 
who won them didn’t , 

plan on keeping fish. Fishy: No fin for win 
They’ll go home and 
put the fish straight into tap 
water. 

“Most of those fish sold at the 
fair will not survive very long.” 

Councillor Tim Ashton said 
he told her on the day that the 
inclusion of goldfish prizes 
would be reviewed and on 
Monday confirmed that they 
would no longer be allowed. 

He said: “I have already 
talked to the fairground opera¬ 


tor. We won’t have the stand 
again next year, although it 
was perfectly legal.” 

Another organiser Len 
Wood, of Ashtead Rotary 
Lub, said he did research 
online and contacted 
trading standards in 
advance to check guid¬ 
ance and ensure no 
laws were broken. 

He said winners 
received tickets so 
they could pick up 
goldfish at the end of the 
day instead of 
carrying them 
around. 

He said: “We took a lot of 
trouble to make sure they took 
care of the goldfish and provid¬ 
ed a paddling pool full of water. 

“We did not do things with a 
cavalier attitude.” 

A ban on giving goldfish as 
prizes was dropped from what 
became the 2006 Animal Wel¬ 
fare Act, but children can only 
take them away if accompa¬ 
nied by someone aged over 16. 


‘Champion’ to build bridges 
with ethnic communities 


The man appointed by Sur¬ 
rey’s independent Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
Kevin Hurley last month to 
champion ethnic communites 
said he wants to “build bridges, 
change perceptions and bring 
everybody on board”. 

Shiraz Mirza, 61, said he was 
approached by Mr Hurley be¬ 
cause of his track record in 
Kingston, where he is a hard¬ 
working Liberal Democrat 
councillor, and was its first 
Asian mayor. 

Coun Mirza said: “He said to 
me ‘the role you have in 
Kingston - reaching out to 
communities, establishing 
community halls, what you 
have achieved - I want to re¬ 
peat that across Surrey’. 

“He had the vision.” 

He said: “Kevin was standing 
as a non-political person. I am 
a politician with a small ‘p’ - a 
community politician. I focus 
one-to-one with my residents. 

“When this role came up, my 
foundation was very strong. 
What I’m saying to people is 
‘let’s meet one-to-one. Let me 
hear. Tell me’.” 

In an interview with the 
Epsom Guardian in February, 
Mr Hurley caused controversy 
with comments he made ques¬ 
tioning whether racism had 
been institutionalised in 
the police, his belief that police 
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ethnic diversity is not a 
necessity, and why the beliefs 
of minority communities 
themselves explain their reluc¬ 
tance to join the police. 

Coun Mirza said that, from 
his experience, Mr Hurley is a 
“wonderful, diverse and very 
honest man”. 

He said: “Kevin is very 
knowledgeable - any subject, 
any faith, any issue, he talks 
about it. 

“He will not mince his words, 
he will say what he believes. If 
I felt in any way uncomfortable 
of Kevin’s views, I would be the 
first one to put my hand up and 
say ‘this is not for me’.” 

Coun Mirza’s said spending 
time paralysed by a neurologi¬ 
cal virus radically changed his 
approach to life and during his 
rehabilitation he dedicated 
himself to serving his local 
community. 

He said: “I have a reason to 
smile because of my second 
life. I am always happy.” 

Coun Mirza, who came to 
Britain from Pakistan when he 
was 19, said he sees his new 
role as a “champion” for equal¬ 
ity and diversity in a context 
wider than that just of the 
police. 

He said: “I want people to be

up front. 

“Sometimes in minority com¬ 
munities there is a stigma that 
people don’t want their issues 
to get out. 

“I want people to think I am 
one of them - not because of 
my colour, but because it is my 
role. It is my role to change 
thinking. 

“If we are here to live, work 
and enjoy life, we need to open 
up on a fundamental level. I’m 
only a phone call away.” 

Coun Mirza said he has al¬ 
ready been proactive in reach¬ 
ing out to the “different 
pockets” within Surrey. 

Last week, he attended a 
forum in Epsom designed to 
educate people about the gypsy 
community. 


He plans to continue as a 
Kingston councillor while un¬ 
dertaking the part-time, 
£12,500 a year role, in which, at 
the moment, he is offering ad¬ 
vice to Mr Hurley while learn¬ 
ing more about Surrey’s 
diversity. 

He said: “It’s too early for me 
to say ‘that’s what I’m going to 
do. I want to see where the gaps 
are and what people are lack¬ 
ing. It is a challenge when you 
have small groups scattered 
around, so-called ‘invisible 
communities’, because I really 
will have to go looking for 
them.” 

Contrary to the Metropolitan 
Police’s idea of how to increase 
the number of officers from 
minority backgrounds Coun 
Mirza said: “I don’t believe in 
positive discrimination. The 
best person should get the 
job. 

“But I am also looking to see 
whether areas with ethnic mi¬ 
norities in Surrey need more 
police officers who are bilin¬ 
gual, to understand the issues 
of the communities they are 
trying to safeguard better.”

Tree planted 

A tree commemorating the 
suffragette who ran out in 
front of the King’s horse at 
the Epsom Derby 100 years 
ago has been planted at the 
hospital where she died. 

The maple tree, a tribute to 
Emily Davison, was planted 
on Saturday at the Old Cot¬ 
tage Hospital, in Alexandra 
Road, Epsom, where she died 
four days after being hit by 
the horse, Anmer. 

The tree, donated by the 
Epsom and Ewell Tree Advi¬ 
sory Board (EETAB), was 
planted a century to the day 
after her death. 

The event was attended by 
Philippa Bilton, a descendant 
of Davison, the mayor of 
Epsom and Ewell Councillor 
Colin Taylor and Irene Cock¬ 
croft, historian and curator of 
the Dying for the Vote exhibi¬ 
tion, examining the Suf¬ 
fragette movement, at Bourne 
Hall, in Spring Street, Ewell. 

Ms Bilton, Davison’s first 
cousin three times removed, 
said she felt “quite tearful”. 

She said: “Out of everything 
that I have been doing, this is 
the one that is the most 
poignant actually - because 
it’s here where she died.” 

The mayor said Davison was 
responsible for “a complete 
sea change in attitudes” and 
deserved recognition. 

He said: “At the time she did 
her famous act that led to her 
death, she was treated as a 
common criminal.

“But along with other 
things, it did lead to a com¬ 
plete change where women 
were taken seriously, given 
the vote with men equally, 
and society has changed.

A funeral directors has 
warned a new parking zone 
may force it out of Epsom 
after 80 years because 
bereaved clients can no longer 
park outside. 

WA Truelove and Son, the 
only business in Church 
Road, Epsom, is an indepen¬ 
dent, family-run company 
that has been operating on the 
site since the 1930s. 

But the introduction of resi¬ 
dents’ parking in a number of 
roads around the town centre, 
including Church Road, on 
June 1, may sound its death 
knell. 

Epsom Council has refused 
to issue it with any residents’ 
parking permits because it is 
a business. 

This means that clients who 
come to make funeral ar¬ 
rangements or visit loved- 
ones in its chapel cannot park 
on the road outside between 
9am and 5pm on weekdays. 

The council, which is re¬ 
sponsible for enforcing the 
permits, has sold it 120 tempo¬ 
rary visitors’ permits for £240 
on a one-off basis. Truelove 
has been told it will not be 


able to buy any more once 
they run out - and it has al¬ 
ready used 10 in the first week 
of the month. 

Steve Lapper, general man¬ 
ager at Truelove, said: “This 
will have a catastrophic effect 
on our business as many of 
our clients are elderly and re¬ 
cently bereaved and can’t be 
expected to park a long dis¬ 
tance away, and we don’t want 
to put time limits on them be¬ 
cause residents’ parking is in 
force. 

“We can have two or three 


clients here at any one time 
who will need parking. 

“It may be that we would 
have to move or close down 
this particular branch.” 

He said Truelove was look¬ 
ing for a “compromise” and is 
happy to pay for three resi¬ 
dents’ parking permits. 

Mr Lapper said: “We were 
here before the parking re¬ 
strictions. Residents’ parking 
has been forced upon us. 
There was no consultation 
with the businesses affected.” 

A spokeswoman for Epsom 


Council said that, in refusing 
Truelove residents’ permits, it 
was merely enforcing the poli¬ 
cy of Surrey County Council 
(SCC). 

An SCC spokeswoman said 
it does not currently issue 
business permits in the area 
but “could consider it if there 
is sufficient demand”. 

She said: “We installed a bay 
limited to one hour’s parking 
in the side road next to Mr 
Lapper’s business specifically 
for his clients. 

“There is an exemption en¬ 
abling vehicles directly in¬ 
volved in the business to park 
outside for as long as can rea¬ 
sonably be expected to carry 
out their work, so there will 
be no enforcement against 
hearses. We will be reviewing 
the changes after a few 
months as we always do to see 
if any changes are needed.” 

MP Chris Grayling said: “Of 
course Epsom needs sensible 
parking restrictions, but the 
council also needs to be very 
careful about the impact of 
any change on businesses.”

One of the UK’s few in-prison 
restaurants is celebrating spectac¬ 
ular results at cutting reoffending 
rates among prisoners it employs. 

The Clink, based at HMP High 
Down, Banstead, for the past four 
years has been teaching prisoners 
to cook fine meals, and letting 
foodies eat in the unusual sur¬ 
roundings of the prison. 

It has now released results that 
show the influence it has on pris¬ 
oners’ lives. 

Three-quarters of those who 
leave prison without employment 
reoffend within two years, accord¬ 
ing to the Clink Charity that runs

the restaurant. 

But figures released this week 
showed of the 88 prisoners who 
worked in the restaurant only one 
reoffended and 26 managed to 
leave prison into employment. 

A spokesman said: “The Clink 
Charity carefully selects prisoners 


with between six and 12 months 
left of their sentence, conducting 
in-depth testing to assess their 
suitability to the scheme. 

“Upon completion of their train¬ 
ing, Clink mentors work with them 
to find employment opportunities 
and upon their release they meet 
them at the gate and support them 
through the employment process. 

“The Clink Charity believes 
training prisoners in catering and 
teaching them skills such as cook¬ 
ing, waiting, butchery and baking, 
will make a noticeable impact 
upon reoffending.” 

The charity opened its second 
restaurant in Cardiff last year and 
hopes to have 10 running by 2017.

Patients have condemned GP 
surgeries that have clung on 
to expensive 0844 phone num¬ 
bers despite new regulations. 

Campaigners are critical of 
the use of premium numbers, 
claiming changes to GP con¬ 
tracts required them to take 
steps to switch by April 2011. 

Nork Clinic in Banstead and 
Tadworth Medical Centre 
both still have the numbers, 
along with 10 others across 
Surrey. 

Brian Pascall, a patient at 
Nork Clinic, said: “We have to 
pay a premium rate to make 
appointments while the surg¬ 
eries themselves get paid for 
us doing so. 

“It is scandalous and I 
would encourage as many 
people as possible to put pres¬ 
sure on surgeries to immedi¬ 
ately revert to landline 
numbers.” 

Linda Bond also criticised 
GPs for “brazenly refusing” 
to stop using 0844 numbers. 

Ms Bond said: “This is espe¬ 
cially injurious to patients 
who have no landline. These 
are often vulnerable people 


who rely on a mobile phone. 

“Their contracts are liable 
to block the dialling of expen¬ 
sive numbers.” 

David Hickson, of the Fair 
Telecoms Campaign, said in 
2010 GP surgeries were given 
a year to make the change. 

Mr Hickson said: “It’s total¬ 
ly and utterly wrong for them 
to take money, even indirect¬ 
ly, off patients as they access 
services. 

“The extra you pay to call 
on the NHS number pays a 
subsidy to run the surgery. 


“That’s a breach of the prin¬ 
ciples of the NHS.” 

He said on some mobile 
phones a call to a premium 
number could cost 41p a 
minute, and on some land¬ 
lines a five-minute call might 
cost as much as 70p. 

An NHS spokesman said 
they were investigating the 
extent of 0844 numbers after 
GP practices were told to “re¬ 
view existing arrangements” 
by April 2011. 

He said practices were re¬ 
quired to check if callers paid 


more than the cost of ringing 
an equivalent geographic 
number. 

He said: “If that is the case, 
then the practice is required 
to take reasonable steps to 
rectify this. 

“That could include varying 
or renegotiating the terms of 
the contract or providing an 
alternative geographic-rate 
number for patients to call. 

“Terminating 0844 numbers 
before the end of the contract 
can incur heavy fees for the 
practice.” 


Mr Hickson said: “General¬ 
ly with telephone businesses, 
if you have a 0844 number you 
can swap for a 03 number at 
any point in arrangements.” 

Nork Clinic refused to an¬ 
swer any questions about 
why it still had a 0844 
number. 

Tadworth Medical Centre 
has an 0844 number and an 
alternative phone number 
starting with 01737. 

Centre practice manager 
Prakash Karsan said the al¬ 
ternative line was introduced 
at the start of May, after a re¬ 
quest from patients. 

He said: “We have about 18 
months still to go on our con¬ 
tract with an early settlement 
in excess of £9,000. 

“We have increased the 
number of call handlers at 
8.30am so that our patients re¬ 
main for the minimum time 
on the 0844 number, so they 
are not incurring higher call 
costs.” 

Mr Hickson criticised the 
use of a “two tier” system, be¬ 
cause patients can only get 
put in an orderly queue on the 
0844 number. 

But Mr Karsan said: “That’s 
a choice the patients make.”

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Drivers pocket £1.5m in 
council pothole payouts

In just three years Surrey County 
Council (SCC) has had to pay out 
more than £1.5m to people using 
its heavily potholed roads. 

And the amount paid to drivers, 
bikers and cyclists, made public 
following a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request by this newspaper, 
is far from the final cost for the 
three years from 2009. 

In 2009/10 alone it paid out 
£755,000 and, although the figures 
for the two subsquent years were 
much lower - £559,000 and 
£253,000 respectively - these are 
likely to rise substantially as 
claims can take years to settle. 

The figure also does not cover 
money the council has spent on 
legal work, officers’ time and 
other related costs. 

A SCC spokesman said: “There 
will be claims outstanding for all 
of the years shown and so the fig¬ 
ures for all years will change in 
time. 

“Essentially the figures shown 
represent a snapshot of the posi¬ 
tion as of today’s date.” 

The deteriorating state of coun¬ 
ty roads has infuriated many 
drivers, who are likely to be 
further angered by public money 
wasted on compensation that 
could have been avoided if

potholes were tackled promptly. 

SCC is planning to invest £100m 
to replace 300 miles of the 
county’s worst roads over the 
next five years. 

Project Horizon will see 10 per 
cent of the worst roads rebuilt 


from scratch, with a 10-year war¬ 
ranty that if there is then a prob¬ 
lem with the road, the cost of 
repairing it will fall to the con¬ 
tractor that built the road, not to 
the council. 

This will be on top of the nor¬ 
mal pothole maintenance work 
carried out by SCC. 

The Project Horizon roads are 
due to be revealed this month. 

In May we revealed potholes 
down Epsom High Street would 
not be filled in until next year at 
the earliest. 

In April Dan Cook, from Stone- 
leigh, was forced to pay £300 to get 
his car’s suspension fixed after he 
hit a pothole in Cuddington 
Avenue. 

He said he does not believe the 
issue is a priority for SCC “other¬ 
wise they would repair the roads 
a lot quicker”. 

The 38-year-old said: “If Project 
Horizon was widely communicat¬ 
ed and people knew what it meant 
then they would have something 
to say about it, especially if it 
shows their roads aren’t going to 
be fixed until five years’ time. 

“Council tax is going up and 
what are we getting for it? More 
broken roads.”

“He has a great 
team around him and ^ 
will have the likes of 
Alec Stewart and Graham 
Thorpe, when he is not with 
England, down there giving 
him advice. 

“He has started 2013 fan 
tastically well and it is hard 
to forget that he is in his 
first full season because he 
has adapted so well.” 

Burns, pictured, who is 
joined on the shortlist by 
Gary Ballance, Scott Borth- 
wick, Shiv Thakor, Luke 
Wells and David Willey, has 
quickly made a name for 
himself since his first-class 
debut against Cambridge 
MCCC in 2011, when he 
recorded 23. 

And Nixon claims Burns is 
well on course to replicate last 
year’s winner of the break¬ 
through player award, Joe 
Root, and force himself on to 


the international 
scene with England.
